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AIA Upper Peninsula Chapter 


he AIA Michigan Upper Peninsula chapter 

covers the largest geographical area in the state, 
stretching from Ironwood in the west to Drummond 
Island in the east (about 440 miles), and from the 
Keweenaw Peninsula in the north to Menominee in 
the south (about 220 miles). The chapter has 19 AIA 
members and a very active and participatory group of 
members made up primarily of building product sup- 
pliers from Wisconsin. 

Meetings are generally every two months at varying 
locations, though usually in the central UP. Because of 
the distance some members travel, participation is usu- 
ally around 30-50 percent of our members. We usually 
try to incorporate some type of continuing education 
program during our meetings, and these are quite of- 
ten sponsored by our affiliate members. A social golf 
outing is a highlight in August/September, and a semi- 
nar with local code officials is held every March. 

Long winters with heavy snowfall (an average of 250 
inches in Marquette) pose challenges to our members. 
In addition, the popularity of hunting can cause short- 
ages of workers during the hunting season. 

Like elsewhere in the state, the UP economy has 
been strong for the last few years and members’ busi- 
ness has been just as strong. Finding qualified staff for 
the increased work loads has been a very big problem 
for many of our members.

MICHIGAN NEWs 


Legislative Report 


While the nation waited for the final results of the unprecedented Presidential election, 
Michigan voters made their preferences clear. Among Michigan voters, Al Gore was the 
clear choice for President and in a close race, Debbie Stabenow became the first female 
U.S. Senator from Michigan. 

All Michigan incumbents of the U.S. House of Representatives were re-elected. The 
three Republican Justices of the Michigan Supreme Court won surprisingly easy victories 
as well. 

Michigan had its own cliffhanger in the Eighth District Congressional race between 
Dianne Byrum (D-Onondaga) and Mike Rogers (R-Brighton) who were locked in a tight 
battle to replace Senator-elect Stabenow. Final, but unofficial returns gave Rogers the seat 
for the Republicans by just over 168 votes. At the time of this report, a recount was under 
way. If the Rogers’ victory holds, Michigan’s Congressional delegation will gain one Re- 
publican, making the count nine Democrats to seven Republicans. 


Consequences 

With Congress, the State Legislature, the Michigan Supreme Court and the Governor's 
Office held by Republicans, the ramifications for the Michigan Democratic Party and Demo- 
crat officeholders are enormous. By controlling state government in Michigan, the Repub- 
licans can now set about the task of reapportioning Congressional, State Senate and State 
House Districts virtually unimpeded. 

By reconfiguring congressional and legislative districts, the GOP can increase its hold 
on government at least until the next census and perhaps beyond.

The pastor of a distant congregation 
heard a sermon given by a colleague from a 
very well-to-do parish. Afterward, the Pas- 
tor approached the well-spoken clergyman 
and introduced himself. “Your approach and 
manner excites the soul, and I would greatly 
appreciate it if you would share your ser- 
mon with my congregation one Sunday.” 
The clergyman was flattered and agreed to 
visit the pastor’s church the following Sun- 
day. 

The clergyman arrived early the next 
Sunday at the neighboring church. Going 
through the door, he noticed the “poor box” 
adjacent to the entry. Reaching into his 
pocket, he found a few loose dollar bills and 
placed them in the box. 

The pastor had done a wonderful job of 
advertising his guest and the church was 
packed. True to form, the clergyman stirred 
the hearts and souls of the congregation 
with his sermon. 

After the service, the pastor was effusive 
with his praise and thanks that the talented 
clergyman had been able to share his morn- 
ing with them. Suddenly, the pastor real- 
ized that he had not considered the incon- 
venience or cost the clergyman may have 
encountered to be with his congregation 
that morning. “I am so sorry that I did not 
think in advance to discuss with you any 
financial remuneration for your kindness 
this morning. As you no doubt noticed, we 
are a very poor congregation and do not 
have a great deal of material wealth.” The 
clergyman dismissed his concern, saying, “It 
was my pleasure to be of service; no remu- 
neration is required.” 

As they were leaving the church, the 
pastor was somewhat embarrassed. Sud- 
denly he stopped next to the poor box and 
said, “Although it is not much, I would like 
to offer you whatever we may have in our 
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poor box.” And opening the box, he 


dumped the contents into the clergyman’s 
hand. Falling out were only the few dollars 
the clergyman had placed there earlier. Not 
wishing to further embarrass his host, the 
clergyman graciously took the money and 
thanked the smiling pastor. 

Later at dinner with his family, the cler- 
gyman recounted his morning's experience 
including the last act of graciousness by his 
host. His young son listened intently and 
mulled over the paltry payment his father 
had received for the extra effort he had 
made that morning. 

Finally, the boy looked at his father and 
innocently said, “But dad, had you put more 
in, you had have gotten more out.” 

I'm often amazed at why people partici- 
pate in volunteer activities. By definition, 
it’s not for financial gain, and yet my expe- 
rience is that volunteers are personally sat- 
isfied in their participation. And do not 
mistake “observation” for “participation” — 
accompanying your daughter to her soccer 
game is “observation;” assisting as a coach, 
referee, or lining the field is “participation.” 

We live in a fast-paced world where we 
preciously guard our personal time. For 
those who spend some of it in a volunteer 
activity, I’m sure you understand the po- 
tential rewards. For those who have cho- 
sen not to offer their time and talents in 
concert with other, | would suggest you con- 
sider some involvement. Whether, in a 
technical organization such as SEAMi, a 
social activity such as soccer, or a personal 
commitment such as a church, participa- 
tion (as opposed to observation) can be 
surprisingly satisfying. 

And, you might just be surprised that 
“the more you put in, the more you'll get 
out.”

Interior Designers 


Efforts for Licensing 
Thwarted 


The Justice Department has turned down 
the request by the interior designers that 
the National Council of Architectural Reg- 
istration Boards (NCARB) be investigated 
for alleged antitrust violations. The Justice 
Departments said the actions taken by 
NCARB in opposing interior designer li- 
censing laws do not warrant an investiga- 
tion by the Department. 

In June, NCARB member boards had 
overwhelming passed a resolution opposing 
the further enactment of interior designer 
licensing laws. Since the passage of that 
resolution, the efforts of the interior design 
legislative coalition have been thwarted in 
two important jurisdictions. In California, 
the interior design coalition won legislative 
enactment of a practice act in California. 
But, the legislation was vetoed in Septem- 
ber by Governor Gray Davis. His conclu- 
sion echoes NCARB’s (in its white paper 
on the “Registration Efforts by Interior 
Designers,” issued in 1992) that the activi- 
ties of interior designers did not substan- 
tially impact health, safety and welfare of 
the public. 

In Colorado, the Department of Regula- 
tory Agencies decided against regulation of 
the interior design profession after an ex- 
haustive review of the status of such legis- 
lation in other states and an analysis of 
whether or not there is a public need for 
regulation.
